DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the submission filed on 1/31/08. Claims 1-8 and 25-40 are 
presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 1 -8 and 25-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: while Ushiro (US 
5,604,91 1) teaches a method to determined information indicative of at least one property of a 
physical entity by utilizing a linear system of equations to represent the physical entity, neither 
this reference, taken either alone or in combination with the prior art of record disclose: 
"partitioning the mesh representation into a plurality of partitions separated by partition 
boundaries, wherein each partition comprises at least two mesh elements of the plurality of mesh 
elements", 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It is for these 
reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
